rel's Rare Courage 


The spectacle of Officer C. P. Perrel 


of 
Reno, accompanied 
only by two 


blood hounds, remaining alone on the 
trail of five armed and desperate con- 
victs for some days, and then only giv- 
ing up the chase when exhausted, is 
an example of rare courage. 


"When convicts well know that cap- 


ture means death, it is fair to pre- 
sume that they would be killed before 
submitting to capture by Mr. Ferrel 
as the pursuer was at every disadvan- 
tage. 
He could have been shot from 


ambush and he was one to five. In 
almost any other man it would be 
called foolhardiness; but Mr. Ferrel 
was actuated by peculiar motives. His 
brother was killed by an escape re- 
cently—the notorious Tracey, of Ore- 
gon. 
The same two blood hounds he 


had on the trail of the California con- 
victs, trailed Tracey to his doom. Mr. 
Ferrel's mission may be termed one 
of vengeance as well as justice.

HTC Philippine problem has now been before the coun- 


try a r.mnber of.years and the solution seems to be 


as far off as e\ er. Indeed, those who are fathering this 
new-fangled 'American" pohcy have, themselves, no so- 
lution to otter. They are simply holding on because they 
cannot let go without confessing the gravest error ever 
committed In ihe foreign policy of this country.

a,re utterly repugnant to the principles, upon which our 
Republic v\ as founded, while the adoption of the third 
would c-oii'-lcl the Republican party of a blunder worse 
than a i:rime.
